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THOMAS AUSTIN YAWKEY, Owner and President 
of the Boston Red Sox, was born in Detroit, February 21, 
1903. His foster father, William Yawkey, famed Detroit 
industralist, was President of the Detroit Tigers from 1903 
through 1907 and continued his interest in the ball club 
until his death in 1918. 

Thus, Tom Yawkey was brought up amid inspiring Base- 
ball surroundings in the era of Ty Cobb and other immortals 
of the Rreat National game. He was later to play baseball, 


_as well as other sports, at the Irving School, Tarrytown-on- 


the-Hudson, N. Y., and while attaining both scholastic and 
athletic distinction at Yale University. 

Mr. Yawkey acquired title to the Red Sox in February 
of 1933. Under his direction the story of the Red Sox organ- 
ization has been one of continued progress and notable 
success. As one dedicated entirely to Baseball and the task 
of giving Boston and the fans of New England the very best 
the game: can offer, Tom Yawkey today faces the future 
with optimistic confidence. 


JOSEPH E. CRONIN, Vice President, Treasurer and 
General Manager, has been a Boston favorite since he joined 
the Red Sox as player-manager in 1935. Born in San Fran- 
cisco, October 12, 1906, Joe Cronin has made his home in 
Newton, Mass., these last 20 years. 

Cronin broke into Baseball with the Pittsburgh Pirates 
in 1925, moving to the American League and the Washing- 
ton Senators in 1928.

Mike was graduated from the University of Texas in 
1930, signing then with the Philadelphia Athletics. In 1937, 
he came to Boston for the first time in a deal for Bill Werber. 
That season Mike hit .302 for the Red Sox. He batted .303 
during the 1938 campaign, when he also sét the major 
league record of 12 consecutive hits which has been equalled 
only once in these last 16 years. 

For the following seven seasons—exclusive of a tour 
of wartime duty with the Navy in 1945—Mike wore the uni- 
form of the Detroit Tigers. 

But, on May 20, 1946, he came back to Boston a second 
time—and in time to plug the third base gap in the Red Sox’ 
pennant picture that memorable season. 

After the 1946 campaign, Mike Higgins went back to 
minors—but it was in a new role, that of an apprentice man- 
ager in the Red Sox farm system.

It would take a full sketchbook to detail the feats of 
TED, WILLIAMS-~—but then who needs a sketch of Ted 
Williams? His story is part of the nation’s lore. Suffice to 
say that Ted did not win his fifth American League batting 
crown last year, but only because a broken shoulder in the 
spring and a mid-season virus attack prevented him from 
going to bat the required 400 times. His .345 average was 
tops in the circuit. Ted also was tops in slugging percent- 
age (.635) and in walks (136) for the eighth time in his 
career. His 29 homers were a Red Sox high for the season 
and only three less than the league-leading total of Larry 
‘Doby, Indians, who played in 153 games against Williams’ 
117. Ted also led the Red Sox in runs with 93. Born in 
San Diego—a Marine fighter pilot in World War II and the 
Korean conflict—batting king in 1941 Cwith a .406 average ), 
1942, 1947 and 1948—home run monarch four times-MVP 
in 1946 and 1949-10 times on the American League all 
star team—but why go on?
